works were massive granite structures, with 
walls seven fect thick, mounting 176 guns and 
garrisoned by 5,000 men, of whom 400 were 
killed and wounded. This exploit, performed 
in the presence of the British and French 
flects in the Canton River, greatly enhanced 
the reputation ot the American navy abroad. 
At the commencement of the civil war In 1%1, 
Commodore Foote was executive officer of 
the Brooklyn mavy yard. In July, 1861, he 
was commissioned as a captain, and in the 
following September was ap Ginted to succeed 
Commander Redgers a8 flag-officer of the 
flotilia fitting out In the Western waters to 
act against the enemy. He personally super- 
intended the completion of this work during 
the months, and on Feb. 4, 1552, sail- 
ed frem Catro with a fleet of seven gunb ate, 
of which four were tron-ciad, to attack Fort 
Henry on the Tennessee River. Without 
waiting for the arrival of the land forces under 
Gen. Grant, which was to co-operate with him, 
he opéned fire at noon of the 6th, and after a 
warm action of two hours, compelled As sur- 
render. Retarning to Cairo, he sailed soon af. 
ter for the Cumberland River, and on the 14th 
attack«d Fert Donelson. The action was sus- 
tained with great vigor on both sides for an 
hour and a quarter, when the fieet was obliged 
to haul off, just asthe enemy's water batteries 
had been silenced, in conseqnence of two of 
the gunboats becoming unmanageable by hay- 
ing their steering apparatus shot away, Flag 
Officer Foote was severely wounded in the 
mikie by a fragment of a 64-pound shot, and 
his ship, the 8t. Louls, was struck sixty-one 
times. ‘Though suffering from his wound, 
which compelled him to move about on 
crutches, he proceeded down the Mississippi 
with his fleet, strengthened by the accession 
of anumber of mortar boats, and commenced 
the siege of Inland No. 10. After the reduc- 
tion of that place, he applied to the Govern- 
ment for a leaye of absence, and early in May 
turned over his command to Capt. C. Hf. Da. ; 
vie, and left for bis home in New Haven. 
Upon being restored to health, he was ap- 
poluted chief of the bureau of equipment and 
recruiting under the new organization of the 
navy, Which office he continued to hold until 
& few weeks since, he was sppointed to the 
coramand of the Atlantic squadron. While on 
‘his way to atseume his new he was 
taken ili at New York, which has resulted in 
his death. 

Rear Foote’s personal appearance 
belied his well known reputation for coolness 
and courage. His form was bowed and his 
carriage Waa not possessed of that crectness 
and elasticity, the bold, martial, baugh 
mien obtaining with’. men who have trod 
querter-deck through so many years of an 
eventful life. Tis face was always calm and 
serenc—his mild blue eye as innocent in its 
asachild’s. He was cordial in 
hie intercourse with all—intimate with his 
officers, familiar with hisfowest subordinates, 
but always commanding their respect, and 
seeuring @ love which almost amounted to 
idolatry. In inaction, his features were sin- 
gularly plecid, dreamy and poetic ; in battle, 
lit up by the flames of war, and eloquent with 
the terrible inspiration of the hour...
